Death Benefits 


About 30 minutes after) *Nasrullah’s 
sudden death on the morning of May 26. 
insurance man James Clay Ward. of Paris. 
telephoned his brokers in) London 
and gave them the news that the most val- 
uable 19-year-old horse in the world was 
dead. Some of the underwriters in Lloyd's 
requested an autopsy. and the report of 
the cause of death—a ruptured vena cava 

was ready by afternoon. 

Ward had written what was called the 
“syndicate policy” on *Nasrullah: it  in- 
sured the interest of most of the share- 
holders. though a few shares were insured 
through other agents and a few were not 
insured at all. 

risk underwritten through Lloyd's 
of London. especially a large risk. involves 
numerous individual underwriters. but this 
apparently loose-knit operation frequently 
outdoes comparable American corpora- 
tions in efficiency and speed. A check in 
full payment of the syndicate policy was 
in the hands of Clay Ward on Saturday. 
June 6, or 11 days after the horse's death. 
The check was deposited in the Bourbon 
Bank at Paris. and on the following Mon- 
day. June 8. checks to the insuring share- 
holders were mailed from New York. 

The face value of the policy was not 
announced. bu the London’ brokers  in- 
formed Ward t it was “the largest 


claim ever paid on any one horse. so far 
as we know.” Despite his age. *Nasrullah 
still was insured for more than was paid 
when A. B. Hancock Jr. negotiated for 
his purchase on behalf of the American 
syndicate. for delivery after the close of 
the 1950 breeding season. The total pay- 
off probably was close to $600.000—-this 
is our guess. not based on any “inside” 
information. Other stallions have been in- 
sured for larger sums. but not at the time 
of death. 

Cromwell Bloodstock Agency. of Lex- 
ington. handled a separate policy for one 
of the *Nasrullah shareholders. But 
neither Ward nor the C. B. A. released 
information as to the premium paid or the 
amount of coverage. However. it is a rule 
of thumb. subject to departure according 
to circumstances, that a horse on a farm 
may be insured at 4 per cent per year 
until he is 12 years old. and thereafter. 
if the insurance remains in force, the pre- 
mium increases at the race of one-half of 
] per cent a year. Thus the rate for *Nas- 
rullah. insured at the age of 18, probably 
was about 7 per cent, at least. 

One bit of information which the agents 
were free to release was that. if *Nasrul- 
lah had lived until midnight June 6. the 
insurance would have been renewed at a 
valuation less than half of what it was in 
the policy which would have expired on 
that date.

While other race 
tracks primarily aim to attract 
the stronger sex, this track clever- 
ly promoted a series of races for 
the fillies and mares. Today its 
stakes series form the hub of a 
racing schedule for the best fillies 
and mares from all over the coun- 
try. A $3,500,000 expansion pro- 
gram has just been completed for 
this year’s racing. What is the 
track? It is Delaware, one of the 
loveliest parks to be found any- 
where.

Ennobled and the Painter 


Ocraxvort. Albert) Labriola is de- 
termined young man who. after a long and 
disappointing 10 years at the races. though 
not at the betting windows. is finally get- 
ting his head above water. He owns a 2- 
vear-old filly, Heroie Nun. and she is a 
stakes winner. a gossamer that has eluded 
many men with greater resources. 

Ten vears ago Labriola. then 26- 
year-old) house painter who had never 
been to a race track or given the matter 
a passing thought. moved from his native 
Passaic, No te Long Branch. a quiet 
resort town bounded by the Atlantic Ocean 
on the east and by the white facade and 
red roses of Monmouth Park the 
west. It was inevitable that he. like most 
Long Branch residents whose livelihood 
depends heavily on the tourists. should 
turn up at the race track. 

What directed Labriola’s interests from 
the infield odds board to the backstretch 
he is only partly able to explain. 

At that time William G. Helis was rac- 
ing Ennobled. and this was the horse 
which made a dreamer out of Albert 
Labriola. Ennobled was never fully 
sound. but he had cut) quite path 
through moderate handicap ranks. 

“LT was very impressed by the way En- 
nobled won his races.” Labriola said one

to pay board. feed. and vet bills. the new 
owner sold out. 

Yauco Kid turned up a winner 6 months 
later at Waterford Park. in his eighth 
start. and the old flame rekindled in Lab- 
riola. This time. he turned Fiera- 
masca, 

At Colonial Farms. a mare foal 
caught) Labriela’s fancy. She was Par- 
chesi, a daughter of Bless Me. and when 
Fieramasca informed his visitor that) she 
was in foal to Ennobled. Labriola tried 
at once to buy her.

The New Format for American Race Horses 1958 


When the Thoroughbred Sires and Dams series was instituted by The Blood- 
Horse in 1941 (reporting results of 1940) the section given over to sires showed 
the class. distance. and value of each winning race under the name of each 
winner. and it also listed the placed and unplaced runners under the name of 
each sire. From this record it was possible to begin assembling the complete 
records of the offspring of sires without the prospect of having to devote a lifetime 
to the task. 

The complete lists of runners. when they had accumulated for a few years. 
made it possible to summarize the lifetime record of a sire by a method some- 
what more revealing than by counting winners and adding dollars to dollars, since 
the losers as well as the winners could be taken into account. The method devised 
for this summary. called the average-earnings index. or coefficient of success. has 
become familiar to readers of The Blood-Horse in the last 10 years. and has 
been adopted to some extent in countries outside of North America. 

Unfortunately. as North American racing expanded in the post-war era, the 
number of runners became so large that. beginning in 1946. it became necessary 
to abbreviate the sire section of Thoroughbred Sires and Dams by eliminating 
the detail concerning races won; otherwise it would not have been feasible to 
contain all the information within the covers of one book. From 1946 through 
1957 the sire section simply listed winners in alphabetical order and placed and 
unplaced horses in the same manner. 

A few years ago it became apparent that eventually the record of sires’ 

progeny, if it was to be continued at all. would have to be detached from the 
record of broomares’ progeny. since the number of pages was approaching the 
limit of practical convenience for one volume. 
Breeders Association 
decided, after 2 years of experimenting with a smaller format. to return American 
Race Horses to the larger page size in which it had been published for 20 years. 
it also asked that the book include several “sire lists.” 
of 2-year-old winners. and of broodmare sires. 

As a result of this chain of circumstances. The Blood-Horse is about to 
publish Thoroughbred Broodmare Records, 1958, instead of Thoroughbred Sires 
and Dams, which will be discontinued as a title. The book will include the 1958 
records of all starters, arranged under the names of their dams. as usual. In a 
separate section, replacing the list of runners under the sires, will be a list of the 
mares under their sires.

American Race Horses will include. besides the stories and pictures of the 
year’s best horses. a unique statistical section. comprising sire records and als» 
data on broodmare sires. The one “sire list.” the most comprehensive work of 
its kind ever published. was designed to furnish information as important to the 
race horse breeder as that in Thoroughbred Sires and Dams. A sample of the 
format is presented herewith, along with lists of the most successful stallions. 

The exhibits presented here. in the form they will appear as part of American 
Race Horses, give the 1958 records of the progeny of *Princequillo. the year’s 
most successful older sire. and of *Turn-to. most successful among the sires 
represented only by their first 2-year-olds. 

*Princequillo’s record is extensive enough. since there were 82 starters in 
1958, to furnish a close approximation of the best results which may ordinarily 
be expected from an exceptionally successful sire. The index of 5.86 for the vear 
indicates that the actual earnings were 5.86 times the expectancy based upon 
the annual average of $2.903 per starter, That is, *Princequillo’s get) earned 
$17.007 per starter in 1958, or 5.86 times the average expectancy of $2.903 net. 

There were 42 winners, 20 horses which placed but failed to win, and 20 
which ran unplaced only. the last group including 17 which earned nothing. 
Four of the 82 runners earned more than 20 times the average for the year: 7 had

As a matter of cold 
probability. any extremely high index is 
likely to be lower at the next observation. 
just as a batting average of .400 is more 
likely to decline than to be maintained. 

A second list ranks the most successful 
sires on the basis of their lifetime records 
in North America. It is limited to. stal- 
lions which have been represented by at 
least 40. year-starters and whose cumula- 
tive or lifetime indexes were at least twice 
the average expectation of the years in 
which their progeny raced. An index of 
2.00 is enough to place a horse in the top 
per cent of sires. 

Except in the cases of Blue Larkspur. 
“Bull Dog. *St. Germans, Questionnaire. 
and Pilate. which had offspring of racing 
age before 1940. the lifetime records given 
are complete for North American racing. 

*Nasrullah. which died May 26 after 
standing 6 seasons in the U. S.. appears 
likely to go down as the greatest sire of 
the century. or at least to rival Bull Lea 
for that honor. His record. of course. is 
not as extensive as that of the older Bull 
Lea. but the rate of earnings thus far is 
unparalleled for a sire with as many vear- 
starters. With English-Trish and French 
records added to the American. *Nasrul- 
lah’s lifetime index was 5.12 for 692 year- 
starters at the end of 1958. as compared 
with Bull Lea’s 4.80 and St. Simon’s full 


lifetime progeny index of 4.75 in Great

OBITUARY 


August Swenke 


August (Sarge) Swenke. 66, who had 
trained Alsab throughout the horse’s 
career, died at Union Memorial Hospital. 
Baltimore. on Wednesday. June 10. He 
had been ill for some time. 

Born in Baltimore on February 5, 1893. 
Mr. Swenke was a hot walker at Pimlico 
before he completed grade school. He 
obtained his first trainer’s license in 1914, 
and handled a small stable for 3 years 
before entering the Army during World 
War I. He was wounded in the Argonne 
Forest campaign of September. 1918, and 
later received the Distinguished Service 
Cross for “exceptional bravery in leading 
his platoon and by disregard of his per- 
sonal safety and his efficient handling of 
his group in action.” 

After his discharge from the Army in 
1919 he resumed his career as a trainer. 
and for 20 years raced throughout the 
U.S. and Canada. In 1940 the late Albert 
Sabath asked him to join him at Saratoga 
to select a group of yearlings for Sabath’s 
newly formed racing stable. Alsab. pur- 
chased from Thomas Piatt for $700. was 
among the yearlings Swenke picked. 

Alsab ran 45 times at 2 and 3. winning 
24 races, including the Washington Park 


Futurity. Champagne. Preakness. and 
Withers Stakes. the American Derby. 


Lawrence Realization. and 1] other stakes. 
He met the 4-year-old Whirlaway 3 times 
as a 3-vear-old and beat him twice. in- 
cluding a special match at Narragansett 
Park. 

Shortly after Alsab’s retirement. Mr. 
Swenke left the Sabath stable and took 
over the horses of the late Frank Frankel. 
for whom he had the stakes winners Blunt 
Remark and Hadrian in 1946. In 1948 he 
gave up the Frankel job to take James 


Powers’ Dearborn Stable. He operated 
a public stable later. saddling the win- 


ners of $108.400 in 1951 and $117.205 in 
1954. without a stakes winner. 


Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Beulah 


Swenke: 2 brothers. John Frank 
Swenke: and 2 sisters. Mrs. Mary Burk- 


hart and Mrs. Catherine Norbrook. 


Alfred DeCozen 


Alfred DeCozen. former president of 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred Owners’ 
Association, died at a Newark, N. J.. hos- 
pital on June 13. He was 73 years old 
on the day of his death. 

A native of Marseille. France. Mr. De- 
Cozen came to the U. S. as a young boy. 
He grew up in Portsmouth. Va.. but spent 
most of his later life in Newark. where 
he was a dealer for Chrysler Corporation. 
He entered racing in 1936 when he took 
over a small stable for a sick friend. and
